REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The closest prior art 
Muftic et al (U.S. Pat. No. 5,850,442) discloses a method for securing electronic 
transaction. 

JP 2006285561 A, Aoki, Katsuji discloses a communication terminal authentication 

system for commodity, and authentication method for commodity. 

However, neither Muftic nor Aoki singularly or in combination discloses the recited 

feature: 

As per claims 97 and 103"creating a seller value note, the seller value note including a 
seller public key and the value, disassociating the buyer public key and the buyer 
endorsement signature from the seller value note, deleting the buyer public key and the 
buyer endorsement signature such that the seller value note is anonymous with respect 
to the buyer value note, and endorsing the seller value note with a second bank 
signature whereby the value is transferred to the seller".
